Fancy Mr, Henry James using dialect of any 
kind in his exquisite compositions. Side by side 
with the lame and in:potent attempt of Octave 
Thanet, are several pages of personal reminiscences 
of Tourgenieff from the pen of Mr. James. How 
charming the tone; how delightful the style; how 
complacent the attitude! One feels in one’s bones 
that the great Russian was somehow under the in- 
fluence of Mr. James, and that he was not by any 
means the worse forit. It is not necessary to sit 
an hour by Mr. James's memorial 
eSsay to get this impression. The 
famous young Anglo-American is just, but 
he isnotsever.. Hisattitudetoward Tourgeniétf 
is precisely his attitude toward his character, his 
readers and hisciitics. He bridles his admiration 
aud reserves his decision. What he dislikes he 
either tolerates witha little indifferent applause, 
or he ignores it altogether. In this, surely Mr. 
James bas the advautege of those who write gi 
lect. Thereis nothing more charming in li 
ture than the affectation of excessive refiaem 
especially ii the affectation be eonsistent 
and artistic. This is the charm 
of Mr. James, and it is a charm that is made imbew 
ing by a literary style that is the very perfection of 
grace. Onecan imagine Mr. James rounding a 
period, holdingit off atarm's length, and then 
dropping in an adjective here and there twoadd to 
the color or heighten the perspective, We enjoy 
the reminiseences of Tourgenieff, not because of 
their relations to the great Russian—for they are 
yery thin, indeed—but because of their relations to 
Mr. James.

A year 
or more ago a band of negro serenaders made its 
appeerance upon the streets oi Atlanta. The lead- 
er ofthis band carried a banjo, upon which he 
strummed while singing. His voice drowned out 
the banjo, but a close observer could see 
that he was thumping the strings aim- 
lessly. I have heard of another 
negro since the war who could play the banjo, and 
there may be dozens who have acquired the art.

A LONG JURY 


A Remarkable Trial Which Has Just Been Hrought 
to a Clese la England. 
Fre" vhe London Times. 
the case of Priestman vs. 
came toanend yesterday, after occupying 
Mr. Justice Manisty anda special jury for 
fifteen days, is the most remarkable will case 
of recent years. Iis complexity may be 
measured by its duration. and by the fact 
that the judge, though he announced his in- 
tention of dealing as shortly as possible with 
the evidence, occupied a day and a halfin his 
summing up. Perfiaps it has been this com 
plexity which has prevented the public in 
terest in the case being qaite as keen as might 
have been thought likely; for itis not every 
one who can be expected to follow. with at- 
tention the.intricate story of Whalley’s rela 
tions with his children, of the conduct of 
Thomas, of thie pronf®es made from one side 
and the other to Rees and Nash, and of the 
origin, £0 doubtful and mysterious, of the 
‘‘white’’ and the ‘“‘blue’’ wills. Yet the whole 
story is well worth reading, and, told by a 
skillful novelist, it would undoubtedly pass 
fora mostingenious work of fiction. The 
characters and social position of the principal! 
actors—a wealthy retired tradesman, his il 
legitimate son‘and daughter, an ex-railway 
porter,a registrar of births and deaths: the 
large sums of money invo.ved; the shifts, the 
secreey, the intrigue; the desperately bard 
swearing on the one side or on the’ other—all 
these things form:the elements of quite a 
great novel, after the fashion of these writers 
whdé‘Tike to reproduce for us the sordid side 
of life in all itsdeformity. It isa story 
of low cunning, of fraud, and of brazen _per- 
jury. Itthrows a painful light upon the 
habits of a certain stratum of society, and 
upon the effect produced by a sudden chance 
of obtaining great wealth upon a mind in- 
clined to evil. Fortunately, the jury has 
seen its way without difficulty through the 
confused mass of evidence, and, after a Ssing- 
ularly impartial summing up by the judge, 
has returned a verdict to the effect that the 
compromise wasa frand, and the will of 
March, 1881, aforgery. Thomas is thus pro- 
nounced by them to be guilty of fraud and 
forgery, and he will, no doubt, be promptly 
called upon to answer that charge before 
another tribunal. 
Recognizing this as a happy ending to this 
stage of the case, we may shortly recall the 
rincipal features of thestory. James Whal- 
ey, who died on May 7, 1581, at the age of 67, 
had been at one time engaged in the iron 
trade near Manchester, and bad amassed a 
fortune of some £50,000 or £60,000. He was a 
man apparently of little education, and of 
inexpensive, almost penur.ous, habits. He 
had never married, but he was the father of 
several illegitimate childre1, who bore their 
mother’s name of Priestmat; one of them, 
the plaintiff in this actioj, being named 
Henry Whalley Priestma and another 
Emma Priestman. With his @:ughter he had 
ittle to do, and her connectio oWith the case. 
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setting him up as a stockbre 
and in his Mst illness saw him more than 
once, and on one memorable occasion had a

letter written to summon hin to Bis bedside, 


[t was trom this letter that the 
Origin. Whalley was lodging im the house of 
one Thomas, at Leominster,a man who had 
a sub inspector of nuisances. On March 
Whalley asked Tiowmas to write to Priestman, 
and this Thomas did, while Whalley signed | 
the letter. The letter, bowever, which had 
been written in pencil, was never posted. It 
was, according tothe plaintiff's case, which 
the jury bas now indorsed, erased from the | 
paper, and its place was taken by a will pur- ; 
porsing to bave been written at Whalley’sdic- 
tation, his signature remaining, of couge, at 
the bottom of the page. It was witnessed by 
two men, Reesand Nash, whose evidence, 
though they contradicted themselves and 
each other a good deal, was ot the highest 
value to the plaintiff's case. Before this time 
Whalley had executed at least three different 
Wiils,’under ali of which tbe plaintiff took all, 
or near!< all of his property. Of these wills 
Priestm was aware, and no doubt at his 
father’s death expected te become his heir. 
But on the very day of the death Thomas took 
out probate; in the Hereford court, of the new 
or ‘‘white’’ will, the terms of which were very 
different from those of any of the others. 
Only £5,000 was left to Priestman, +£100 to 
Gunnell, and the residue, something like £60.- 
000 to Thomas himself. The nextof kin op- 
posed this will, and a year: after trd, in de- 
fault of evidence of foul play, a :‘ompromise 
ected by which Thomas to. £17 000and 
the rest was divided between Priestwan and 
the next of kin. This. settlement of the 
question was celebrated with much vulgar 
jubilation by the parties. But in a 
time difficulties began to make themselves 
felt from a quarter which 
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short 


might all along 
have been expected to be dangerous. Thomas | 
tried to escape paying the promised fee to his |} 
Wi p Rees and Nash, and these men, or 

the former of them, turned round upon him. } 
A Mr. Turner, a solicitor who was acting for 
the plaintiff, pressed Kees to explain his 
share in the matter, and Rees after a while 
confessed the forgery. Money was to be forth- 
coming from one or he other—or, at 
least, Rees thought and he inclined to 
Turner, while Nash held to Thomas, and con- 
tinued to holdto him in the witness-box, 
The jury, as the judge pointed out, had to de- 
cide which of the two sides attempted to buy 
false evidence, and they decided that it was 
Thomas whe attempted it. When Rees had 
told the story of the forgery the course for 
the plaintiff to take was clear. He had to 
upset the compromise, under which he would 
have received some £20,000 or less, and to 
establish the ‘‘blue’’ will, under wh ch he 
would secure almost th> whole 
of his father’s money. His 
case was made still stronger by a curious 
fact which was only lately made known. The 
forged will was made on March 21, 1881; but 
on April 19 Whalley wrote a letter to his 
daughter, ikmma Priestman, saying that he 
had left all to her bruther and nothing to her- 
self, This Jetter, if genuine, obviously im- 
plied that Whalley had je a will in 
March, and had not. lefi noney away 
from bis son, to Thomas or anyone It 
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else. 
was, of course, resisted by the defendant, who 
wished to prove ita forgery, and who asked 
why, ifit was genuine, it had not been pro- 
duced long before. Koma Priestman’s rea- 
son was not the least curious part of this 
curious case, She had Kept the letter locked 
in her desk because it contained a reference 
toa painful episode in her life, when her 
‘atber had made her subscribe a written oath 
t at her conduct had been and alwavs would 
bé mure and blameless This oath wasknown 
to. one but herself and him, and kept 
the letter secret because it spoke of it. 

The plaintiff’s case was further stren) 
ed in aremarkabie way. The ‘white’ 
was itself put in evidence, and was show, 
bear signs of pencil writing, which had ben 
carefully erased, the plaintifl's counsel en 
deavoring toshow that the marks were the 
remains of words which could only have been 
used ina letter to Priestman. Experts, among 
them Mr. Holmes, the queen’s librarian. 
were called to tell the jury what probably 
few of them knew before—namely, the penci! 
marks revive some time after being rubbed 
out, when the textureof the paper returns to 
its normal condition. The existence of these 
marks was a sore difficulty to the defendants, 
who put up difiereat and shifting defenses on 
the point. First they were said tobe not in 
handwriting of Thomas; then they were said 
to have been put in after the will was made 
in order to support the concocted story of the 
pencil letter. Imanswer to the objection that 
the will was in Taomas’ custody will the time 
it was proved, and that therefore no one but 
himself could have made the marks, the de- 
fendants were bold enough to declare that 
the will—‘‘than which,’ said Mr. Justice

Manisty, ‘‘there is nothing more sacred’’—had 

been tampered with in the registry at Here- 

ford. It is not surprising that sooner than 

ecept such an audacious theory the jury ac- 
cepted the confession of Rees, and declared 

that the will had been forged in the manner 

which be indicated, Vhat‘turther steps re- 

main to be taken, civil w criminal, we do not 

know. The next of kin will probably have 

something to say; for the attorney general 

understood, and the judge agreed with hini,« 
that ‘‘the position of nis client gould be in 
no way imperiled’’ by such a finding. It 
may be hoped that the authors of the fraud 
and forgery will not be allowed to egcape 
with the loss of their expected gains. The 
verdict of this jury is, as it stands, a mere cen- 
sure; it carries no actual penalty. Butit will 
be monstrous if Thomas is not put upon his 
trial for forgery, and Nash at least, li nol 
others, for conspiracy and perjury. The temp- 
tation to crime in such a case 1s very strong. 
A jonely map, with no legitimate family,dies 
under the roof of those to whom the prospect 
of even a moderate fortune is dazzling. An 
easily perpetrated fraud will give 
them, not a moderate fortune, but what 
they must consider boundless wealth; 
and this without doing much harm toanyone, 
for the dead man’s. illegitimate son will stm! 
be allowed an income which to him ‘will be 
ample. The only way to take the strength 
eut of such temptations is to hold up before 
the eye of the intending criminal, in large 
and unmistakable proportions, the image ol 
the law.
